A strong back is 
esM-utial and sloping shoulders, good feet and aliso- 
late freedom from siiavin, ringbone, defective vision 
or other tilings of au undesirable nature that might 
lie transmitted to offspring. 

“There is a constant use for the right class of 
horse, and we shall welcome with much aiipreeiatioii 
gifts that might come under the above description.

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HIGH CLASS FEATS IN RACING EAST AND WEST OF 
THE NOTED SPRINTER AND MILER, 

LEOCHARES ' 



Altlioiigh tlie majority of tliorouglilirods disappear 
from racing after from a year to tliree years of 
track service, there are exceptions. Tliis is -well 
illustratcl in iiresent day racing b.v the con- 
tinued prowess of siieli liigli-elass and duralih* 
veterans as Koamer, Borrow and I>*oeliares. Of this 
illustrious trhi. Borrow is the oldest and according- 
ly, lias shown in his racing tliis yt*ar that lie is 
ft*eling the ravages of time. Ix*oeliares, on tlie 
other liand, althongli jiessilily not uuite as go<Ml as 
lie was in Iiis ls*st estate, is not far from it and 
is still a forniidalile oi>|ioneiit to any liigli-elass 
sprinter in the land, still enormously speedy and 
<*s|H*eialIy able to carry higii weiglit snec-essfully. 
Being now a iiieniln*r of a stable conducted on liigli- 
elass lines, Leocliares is raced conservatively and is 
worthily rewarding eonsiderati* treatment. He was 
not st.irted this year until Ma.v 7, at tin* Pimlieo 
spring meeting, when in a dash of tliree-puarters 
of a mile, he ran ii!iphie«*d to Jm-k Scot, The Porter 
and Tumbler in 1:V2%. He was top weight witii 
I2tl iioiiuds up and fiiiislied fifth and riinuiiig fast. 
Ma.v 14 lie was iM'aten again at the same distaiiee. 
This time tlie track was lieavy ami, with 12fi 
pounds up, he rau se<*<iiid to the sjieedy three-year- 
old Dr. .lohiisoii, 103 inuuds. He was beaten a 
length in l:14"*i. with J<*ek Scot third. Tiieu, with 
liw other horses of the McLeau Stable, he was 
brouglit west for a cumpuigu over the Kentucky 
ti-acks. 

In tills cssa.v liis first start was in tlie Memorial 
Handicap at Doughis Park, May 30. In this lu* 

was given IJI puauds and was not viewed with 
favor. lg*Ing fifth choice in the mutuel betting. 

Hon. J. X. Camden’s Solly liad Iieen doing great 
things in racing and, despite his heavy imiiost of 
140 isninds. was an even money favorite. Leoehares 
was well in the rear for tlie first lialf mile, hut 
lie came tlirongli the honiestr(*teh with a resist- 
less burst of su|irenic sp«*ed and won liy a lialf 
length from Taeola. witli Fruit Cake third and 

Soll.v hringing up last of all. A. X. Akin, Prince 
of Como. St. Angnstiiie, Boniface and Believe Me- 
Itovs were tlie other starters. Leoehares iiaid 
1040 to KKl in the mntnels and won in 1:11%. June 
4 iu* tiKik up 132 luuinds at the same distance, in a 
purse rail* and. rniining llin‘o-;iuarters in 1:11. won 
easily, defeating Believe Me Bo.vs, Right Angle and 
Cp|s'i*l unity. Starting in the Pendenni:; Club Special, 
•luiie 8. at a mile, he met his master in the sjdendid 
colt Es<-oba. However, it was a great race and 

I>«'iK-lian*s was only beaten by a neck in the fast- 
est mile ever run iu Kentuek.v, tlie time recorded 
is-ing 1:3«%. Bradley’s Clioice was third. Fruit 
Cake and Duke of Savoy running iinplaeed. The 
ra«-e was run under a preserilied low scale of weiglit, 
Kscolia earr.viiig 100 iKiunds to 110 on Ig.*o«hares. 
Iiis next race was at Latonia, .litne 1.7, in tlie 
Kiniuirer Haudieaii at tliree-<iuarters of a mile. 
This was won h.v the fast colt Boniface, KM! iioiinds, 
liy a length and a half. Then heads apart eanu* 
guietude, Yiva America, Fruit Cake, Leoehares, 
-V. X. Akin and l’riu<*e of Como. L<*o<*liares was 
iinliieky in this race and, with a reasonably clear 
i-ourse. would have won. Iu a purse race at a 
mile .Tune 17, he earrit*d 123 |M>uuds and easily de- 
feated J. J. Murihuk, Fri*t*eutter and Midway in 
1:38%. 

AN UNEXPECTED REVERSE. 

His next ra<t* brouglit up an uimxiKete 1 re- 
verse. Starting in a imrse race July 3. at three* 
quarters of a mile, witli 132 iMiuiids up, he was a .3 
to .7 favorite, but rau unplaced to Boniface. Criiiidy 
and Buford iu 1:11%. The first three were lieads 
apart and Le-oehares was foiirtli, two lengths back, 
Init gaining fast under a faulty ride. July 10 in* 
made ample amends when he won the valuable 
Quickstep Handicap at the same distuitee. For tliis 
tile haudieapiier gave liini 130 pounds ami. coming 
llirough the hoiiiestreteli with wonderful speed, he 
iiiiKle sliort work of Boniface and won by four 
lengths iu 1:11%- I!oiiifae<*, Violet Bouiiie, Viva 
.\meiicu, guietude, J. J. Murdock, Briiigliurst, A. 
X. Akin and Basil finishing in the order named. 
That was tlie last race of his western campaign. 
-Uong with his stalileniates, he was taken east and 
is now at Saratoga, awaiting new adventures in 
elasliing with other uimide footed warriors of Iiis 
kind. 

Early in tlie year 1912, John W. Schorr purchased 
several good two-year-olds from H. P, 'Whitney. It 
is probalde tliat at tlie time Brawny was siipgiosed 
to be the best of those liouglit, but tlie flight of 
time n*vealt*d that Leocliares was the real bargain 
and a rarely good oue to boot. 

As a two-year-old he was given time to mature 
and did not start iu his first race until July 3, 
1912, at Fort Erie. His debut was iu n five-eighths 
of a mile dash for maiden two-year-olds. This he 
won.-‘fr«jm ten opi«iueiits and finished eight lengths 
in front of Miceosukce iu 1:00%, convincing evi- 
dence of being gifted with sgieeU of a high order. 
In iiis u(*xt race he was b«*aten by Horrou over a 
lieav.v tniek and tlie same distance in 1:03%. at 
Windsor, Jul.v 13. Two da.vs afterwards lie aeliieved 
Ills first vietor.v in a stake race, when lie defeated 
Lysander, Confido, Miss Editli and L<h-Ii Lomond 
in the Kdenwold Stokes and ran its five-eigliths in 
1:<J3% over a ninddy track. Aftx-r this triumgdi 
lie was ls*ateu iu six eouseeulive races and then, 
oddly enough, Uc turned iu and won bCveu iu a row 



without an intervening defeat, 'riie first of this 
series ^vas a purse rai-e at Windsor, .\iigust 2<i, in 
which lie ran five-eighths in 1:<M)% and xvon easily 
from Volita, 'I'ankard and five more. August 28, 
at the same track, iu* won the Essex Handicap at 
five and a lialf furlongs and defeated such a ct*le- 
lirity as Biuk View, along with Bailyshe ami Miss 
Edith, hut he only had up 108 imhiikIs to 12»i on 
Rock View. H»;v.*e*.*er, he won easily in 1:09 over 
a muddy track. Rook View was a 3 to .7 favorite. 
Septemlier 10 lie won the Iloehelaga Handicap at 
Itiiie Bonnets. Montreal. He carried 114 jMiunds 
to 121 on ('algiry, 107 each on Bariiegat, Flabber- 
gast and Scallywag, and lOS on rriiioline. Calgary 
was a 7 to 10 favorite, but Ix*o<liares lM*at Iiim eas- 
ily and rau the lliree-iinarters of the race in 1:14%. 
Then to show that lu* stoml in no need of an.v 
weight eiaicessions from Calgary, he took up 119 
IMUinds to 118 oil tlu* latter ami defeated Iiini at 
five and a iialf furlongs in 1:<M!%, on tlu* last day 
of the Montreal nuH*tiiig, hut it was a close thing 
ana he only won b.v a head. In a purse race of 
tiiree-quarters of a mile at Toronto, SeptenilK*r 
21, lu* again defeated Calgary and ran the distance 
ill 1:12%, hut as lH*fore, it was a tight fit and he 
was onl.v first h.v a nose, four others riiiiiiiug. 
Sep1enilK*r 28 he proveil beyond eoiitrovers.v that he 
could stay well, when he won tlu* Grey Stakes at 
a mile iu l:40’J|i and, carrying 115 pounds, gave 
consideralde wefglit eailv to FlaWiergast, Tankard, 
Oliver I.<Mlge, Afterglow and Flitterfoot. This com- 
pleted ills campaign iu Canada and from. Toronto 
he was taken to I.aiurel, Md. 

In his first start there he eniuiHirteil himself 
with credit, wlien he ran Rock View to a half lengtii 
at three quarters in 1:12% for a purse. Hoik View 
carrying 118 txmiids to his 11.7. Frederick L. Coy. 
Hester Pryiiiie and Cad«*au finished behind him. 
Ill aiiotlier purse race at the same distance, Octob«*r 
Ki, he was crowded out at the start and unplaced 
to Yankee Xotions, Frederick L. and Tartar in 
1:12%, but on Octobi*r 19 won at tlie same distance 
and in tlu* same time, defeating His Majesty, 
liarnegat. Hobnob, Striker, Federal and Cadeau with 
great ease. His racing as a two-year-old was 
brought to a coiicliisioii at Pimlico. Xovi-mlier 11. 
wlieii over five and a lialf furlongs, lie won from 
Briar Path. 'Tarts and six more in 1:07%, thus 
ending iiis campaign, as it had began, with a vic- 
tory. 

HIS THREE- YEAR-OLD RECORD. 

■When a tlirec-ycar-old Leo<-liarcs further distin- 
guished himself iu racing, Init did not win s-j 
mueli money as lu* did tlu* year lH*fore. In rcsiu'ct 
to ids siietHl, it may he said that lu* had madi* all 
the* development to be lioiied for, iH*!iig at the end 
of tlu* year one of tlu* joint holders of tW'iilew 
.\mericau record of 1:10% for Ihree-quartefs of a 
mile. lie and Jefferson Livingston’s great siirinter 
Iron Mask met twice in the i*ourse of the Douglas 
I’ark fall meeting, with liuuors even as to the out- 
come, hut Iron Mask was giving him mueli weigiit oii 
both oeeasioiis. The first of the two races was run 
on S<*pti*mb<*r 23. 1913. 'The starters were Iron 
Mask, 127 pounds ; L«*<K*hares. Kt.7; Helen Barlu*e 
and Samuel R. Meyer, 108 each. In tlie raet* Helen 
Barbee ran the first quarter in 22%. ’Tl)en Leoeha- 
res took up the running and covered the first half 
mile in tlu* extraordinary time of 4.7%. But not- 
withstanding the excessive pace at wiiieh they were 
traveling. Iron Mask was equal to tlu* requirements 
of tlie or-casioii and. joining Leoehares in the liome- 
Ktretcli, defeated him hy a head in tlie new record 
time for tiiree-quarters of u mile of 1:10%. 'Tlieir 
second meeting at the same distunec took place 
OetoluT 3, and this time Iron 5Iask Iiad up 132 
pounds, wIilK* Li*oehares had 109, lielois and I’an 
Zareta 108 each, Helen Barbee, 112, and 'Theresa 
Gill. 9.7. 'This tinu* the race was suniewliat dif- 
n*ntly run, the fraetioiials reading 23, 40*%, 1:10%, 
and Iveochares won by five lengtlis, with Helois 
second and Iron Mask third. Leoehares was then as 
good as lu* could iHissilil.v b*’ ami a few daj’s pre- 
viously liad defeated Kleburne, Morristown, Prince 
Hermis and Souada at a mile iu 1:37%, b«*iug the 
Douglas Park record for the distance, tiiese tliree 
races togetlier giving u fair presentment of wliat 
Ia>oehares is eapalde of doing iu racing. All of his 
victories as a tlm*e yi*ar-old were achieved in purse 
races. 

Ill 1914 Ia.-oehares was a busy luirse and won ten 
of his twenty-four races. Mort*over, h*..* raced with 
as much sliced and dash as iu his prc'vious years 
and included iu his siuiils of the track were the 
Memorial Handicap, at Douglas i'ark, and the Falls 
City lluudieap. at Churchill Downs. His campaign 
for the year beguu at Chureliill Downs, May 9, when 
he won a purse race at five and a half furlongs, iu 
which be* readily defeated Grover Hughes, Caugli 
Hill and Othello, winning easily by three lengtlis 
in 1:(M>. 'This was Gie race immediately preceding 
Old Roselind's Kentucky Ih-rhy. At Douglas Park. 
May 23, (Srover lliiglies. earrying in iiounds to his 
120, defeati*d liiiii for a purse at tliree-i|uarters over 
a quite List track iu 1:11%, Star .lasmiiu* Iteiiig 
third, while Otliello and Helios ran niiplaeed. May 
30. at tlu* same track and distance, he took up 120 
IHiuiids ami won the Memorial Uuudicap iu 1:11%.

Xew York, July 19.— The coiisisteut Flags grati- 
fied his many admirers, who attended the Empire 
Cit.v course eii masse, h.v easily winning the day’s 
feature, tlu* Maliopac Handicap. Beginning slowly, 
he was rushed up to the pacemaker ami ran Iup|M*d 
on the fl.ving Star Spangled, wliich forced him wide 
when turning for home, then drew away to an easy 
win wlien Lyke called niton him with one whip 
lash. Star Spangled tired after setting a fast 

pace, but liad no difficulty in holding second pla«-e 
lionors from Enfilade. 

Tlie Kentucky eoiitiiigent met a sad fate with 
the defeat of two well-supported ehoiet*s in Xight 
Owl and Buford. Xight Owl was the westerners 
elioice iu the second race, while the eastern tlele- 
gatioii relied on the guiiie.v Stable’s Starry Baiiuer. 
The rae<* proved to lie little less than a gallop for 
Starry Banner, that gisMl son of Ballot leading h.v 
a eomfortalde margin tlirougliout. Xight Owl was 
never prominent. 

Buford did no better for the Kentuckians in the 
third race, the English-bred Minto II., extensively 
bill fced by tlu* easteruefs. whming in a canter. 

The Brigliton Stable si*or«*<I a double during tlie 
iifteruo<in. Flags winning the main ra<*e and Home 
Sweet Home earrying its colors to victory in tlu* 
oiM*ning dasli. Home Sweet Home’s race was an 
excellent one. He was close up all the way and 
gamely res|>ouding to Lyki*’s urging in the str«*teh. 
caught and passed L’lnfimiier in tlu* final strides. 

Hank O’Day was at his N*st to<lay and only 
cantering througlioiit the mile dash to win liy five 
lengths. 

Xan Kuoelir furnished a snrpri.se in the closing 
race, regaining lier sjieed smUlenly and easily out- 
distaiieing Sylvaiio and Dahiiida, both of wliieh were 
thoiiglit to hold tlie Ma.v n*presentative safe. 

Examination dis<-losed the fact timt Koh-i-Xoor 
bled internally iu Thursday’s raw, wliich accounted 
•for lier isrir sliowing. It was for the .same cause 
that negotiations betwwn Mr. Arlington and Fr«*d- 
erick Joliiison were recently cauwllwl after the 
latter had virtiiallj' closed the sale of the well- 
bred mare.

San Pr-mcisco. Cal., July 19. — The tn-mendoiis 
IHUudarily of racing in the Anti|MM|es is attesteil 
afo-sli b.v ever.v traveler returning from England’s 
great island jsissi-ssion. A prominent official who 
laiideil here last Week declared he had never 
dreamed a siiort could attract anything like tin- 
enormous crowds whii-h day after day pushed 
tlirougli tile gates of -Austndian tracks. 

Pai'ked grandstands and ovi*rf!owiiig iiifiidds arc 
the rule, and owing to the stability of the tdimate. 
it is unusual for a day’s iirogram to la- marrisi b.v 
rain. The iM-rcentage of race-gm-rs is so gr»*:it, 
th.it, if the same ndative pmiMirtiou existml in this 
iHiiiiitr.v. we would have a crowd of nearly a million 
Iieople trying to gain admittance into an enclosure 
the siw of an average track. 

In addition to the niaii.v Iwiicfits deriveil by the 
coiiiitr.v from so generous a siiiiiMirt of racing, large 
sums have lie«-n realizisi b.v the government through 
taxation, at a time when every iiossible dollar is 
uccd'^ to defeat the Uuu. 



CONDITION OF NEW ZEALAND RACING 

Considerably Affected by Demands of War — Big 
Stable Earnings of the Leading Turfmen. 

The serious dearth of capable jockeys able to rid< 
over hurdles and fences, seems likel.v to lie keenly 
felt during tlie approaeliing jumping season am' 
owners are now exjierieiicing great difficulty ii, 
siHMiring boys to scIkhiI their horses. The heav.’i 
reinforcement drafts tudiig sent oversea are takinv 
big toil from tile ranks of those imifessionally en- 
gaged ill our national pastime and with the mar 
ried men now going into camp, there are few racint 
stables that have not had tiieir staffs eonsiderabli 
de]ileted. 

There were indications a few weeks ago that tin 
anti-siiorting element in the community intended ti 
again set on foot another agitation to have the rac 
ing dates for next season further curtailed, but thi 
indications now are tliat tlie heavy drain bidiU' 
exacted on tlie manpower of the country will niak< 
a material differeiiei> to patronage the sport cai 
claim during tlie coming season, so that there wil 
lie no call for the government to enforce fnrthei 
restrictions. ,\t a recent mei-ting of the -\ucklanr 
District Committee, applications for dates for nexl 
season were all granted on the basis of this years' 
calendar. This may he taken as an indication tluC 
the racing conference will not voluntarily rednci 
the numlii'r of racing days and as I’arlianiiuit liar 
gone into ri'ccss until late in the year. Cabinet 
is hardly likely to interfere witli wlmt the racinf 
conference ma.v decide upon so far as next sea 
son’s racing fixtures are c-oncerned.

He has had .a small but seh'Ct team am 
the major portion of his winnings an* derived fron 
stakes and weight -for-age events. In nine nionthi 
tlie Hawke’s Bay sportsman has won in stake: 
$.51.i«(K> with six horses, to which may iK* addei 
$21,315, Desert Gold’s earnings in -Viistralia. Egypt 
w:is tlie onl.v horse that sported the I-owr.v silk 
this year th.nt brought no rettirn. However, thi> 
brother of Di*sert Gold has been for the greate. 
part of the year under a cloud. At the end of 
last season Egypt was )H>rfnrming well and gav< 
giMxI promise for a spring campaign, but it wm 
siHui seen that the i*olt was not coming on as hai 
lM*en exp<*cted and his r.acing was distinctly dis 
apiMpinting. 

SUCCESSFUL BROTHERS. 

Estland was tiie most successful stable compau 
ion of D«*sert Gold. He started nine times, in whic! 
he sconsl five wins, three seconds and a third. His 
earnings totaleil $19,(175. As a two-year-old In 
won $10,(125. His youthful brother Finmark, whicl 
finished up the season ay the crack juvenile, hai 
a fairly streiious time, as he started in no fewei 
than thirteen races, which credited Mr. Lowry witi 
$15,800 from five wins, threi* seconds and fou: 
thirds. 18'S«*rt Gold collected $13.12:5 from fivi 
wins and two thirds in the Dominion. The othe. 
two memlH'rs of the team were the juveniles Killo 
wen and Killio|H*, $375. 

Four ye:irs ago Mr. I-owry won $42,495, whicl 
placed him second on the winning owners’ list 
to Sir Gisirge t'lifford. Since then Jlr. I-owry hn^ 
held tlie iiremier iiosition. In 191.5-lC he woi 
$80,120 (a rmsird for the Dominion). I-iist yea;

Farmers asked for rural frt*e delivery 
lM*<*ause tlie.v wislnsl to keep in toiieh with the world 
by receiving mTiiHlieal literature promptly am. 
<-lieapl.v. Congress assumed the enonnous exiieiisi 
of the si'rvils* for the puriiose of improving the con- 
dition of eoimtry dwellers and of making America 
more homogeneous and its citizi'iis less provincial 
Postal zone rates i:nt an end to tliat. 

In time of war the public craves the fullest in- 
formation regarding events that are changing thi 
destinies of tlie liiimaii race. Throiigliout the Brit 
isli Einidre postal rates on newspa|K*rs and iierimli- 
eals are kept down to tlie minimum. Tlie Canadiai 
government earries tliem at nominal rates, and, ii 
addition, snhsidizes tlie pn*s.s telegraph service si 
tliat every paiH>r in the Dominion may obtain am 
print till* news at trifling exitense. 

To tlie mind and tlie soul of every citizen tin 
news of tile war and of onr part in it is just as 
m*cessary as fiaid for ids boily. Statesmen recog- 
nize tills f:iet. Some ]a*anut politicians are trying 
to piinisli tlie press for throwing liglit on dark 
places. Do .American farmers wish to be kept in 
t!ie dark liy having tlie eost of important pi'riodicai 
literature raised to prohibitive prices by imstal 
zoni* rates’' Will they be content to get iieriialicals 
by freight weeks after pnhiication?. — New York 
Commereial.

Toronto, Out., July 19. — Three well-known Cana- 
dian jockeys, Harvey Boyle, “Bill” Warrington and 
“Bill” Whatley, are among the rec-ent arrivals from 
over the liorder to return to Canada and join tlie 
colors. Boyle, when in his prime, was one of tlie 
In-St stei-pli-chase riders, in America. Of late years he 
desi-i'ted the ranks of the riders through the field 
and has licen devoting his energies to training. 

AVarriugtoii received liis early edueatioii with 
Charli-^ Boyle of Womlstock, iinil piloted his first 
wiiiiu-r, Boyle’s Detective, to victory over the turf 
course at Hamilton in the spring of 1910.
